Radical Action. 


PrrTSBUBO, Jan. 16.—The Dispatch says: 


"The Cuban policy of the McKinley ad-, 
ministration will differ very little from 
that which has been laid down by Presi- 
dent Cleveland and his secretary of state. 
This statement is based on remarks made 
to » reporter by the man who will be 
premier of the next administration, Sen- \ 
ator John Sherman, at the Union depot 
last evening. 


"The veteran statesman was on his way 


back to Washington from Canton, where 
he had a conference with Mr. McKin- 
ley and had accepted the portfolio of state 
In his cabinet, after stating that his posi- 
tion in the next cabinet had been deter- 
mined. Senator Sherman said, in answer 
to a question: 1 think the United States 
government should not interfere with the 
Caban war, either to aid in its settlement 
or do anything which would make a 
peaceful government of the Island a charge 
on this country. I understand on high 
authority that Prime Minister Canovas 
has outlined a program of governmental 
reforms which will be applied both in 
Spain and in Cuba. These reforms will 
give the Cubans practical autonomy and 
will, I hope, settle the question.' 


"Senator Sherman refused to discuss 


the result In the Ohio senatorial neld fol- 
lowing his entry Into the cabinet 
He 


claimed he does not know who will suc- 
ceed him. He also claimed ignorance of 
any other definite assignments in Presi- 
dent-elect McKinley's cabinet. 


"Senator Burrows, of Michigan, who 


had accompanied Mr. Sherman to Can- 
ton, said he had urged Mr. McKinley to 
appoint Russell A. Alger, ot bis state, 
secretary of war. 


"Both the statesmen said a tariff bill

MANY PENSIONS GRANTED. 


General'* Widows Get Liberal Snma and 


Men Who Fought a Pittance. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 80.—The old soldiers 


had a field day in the house yesterday. 
Under a special order adopted on Monday 
the whole day was devoted to the consid- 
eration of private pension bills. Of the 
BOO on the calendar fifty-two were disposed 
of during the five hours' session. Among 
those favorably acted upon were bills to 
grant pensions to Major GeneralJulius H. 
Stahel at the rate of $100 per month; the 
widow of Major General Brastus B. Tyler 
at $76; Hannah E Bodgers, the daughter 
of a revolutionary soldier, at 812, and the 
widow of the lato General Matthew M. 
Trumbell, of Iowa, at $100 a month. Most 
of the pensions granted were at the $12 
rate. 


The session of the senate yesterday was 


without incident Senator Turpie spoke 
against the Nicaragua canal bill and the 
reading of the legislative appropriation 
bill was completed, with the exception of 
sections making provision for the congres- 
sional library, which were passed over tem- 
porarily in the absence of senators Inter- 
ested in the subject. 


ITEMS 0F STATE NEWS, 


Senate Passes the Free Homestead BILL 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The senate yes- 


terday passed the measure known as the 
free homestead bill, which has been under 
discussion since the holiday recess. It is 
a measure of far reaching importance, 
particularly to the west, and the interest 
In it was shown by the fact that a plank 
concerning it was a feature of the several 
national platforms. The effect of the bill 
is to open to settlement all public lands 
acquired from Indians free of any pay- 
ment to the government beyond the minor 
office fees, and to release from payment 
those who have heretofore settled on these 
lands. The number of acres involved, ac- 
cording to an estimation made by the 
commissioner of the general land office, is 
83,852,541. The house passed the bill sub- 
jecting oleomargarine to the laws of the 
state into which it is taken. 


To Unite Lakes and Ocean. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The president 


yesterday aent to the house the report of 
the deep water ways commission, consist* 
ing of President Angel, of the University 
of Michigan; John K. Bussell and Lyman 
K. Cooley, which was appointed in 1805 
under a resolution introduced by Senator 
Vilas, of Wisconsin, for a preliminary in- 
quiry as to the practicability of water 
ways between the ocean and the great 
lakes. The commissioners declare that the 
plan is perfectly feasible, and that the 
work can be accomplished at a compara- 
tively small cost. 


Secretary Francis Confirmed* 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Secretary Fran- 


els' nomination was confirmed by the sen- 
ate in executive session yesterday. No 
opposition to the confirmation was made, 
and no vote was taken. Senator Vest 
stated that he could add nothing to what 
he had already said, and that he had no 
object in further delaying action upon the 
nomination.

In 1880 Edith Ashbrook, then 18 years 
old, met and loved Edward Townsend, an 
American civil engineer, at a ball In Mel* 
bourne.

The New Premier Will Oppose 
Radical Action. 


P ittsburg, Jan. 10.—Tho Dispatch says: 
“The Cuban policy of the McKinley ad­ 
ministration will differ vory littlo from 
that which has been laid down by Presi­ 
dent Clevelaud and his secretary of state. 
Thii statement Is based on remarks made 
to a reporter by the man who will be 
premier of the next administration, Sen­ 
ator John Sherman, at the Union depot 
last evening. 


11 The veteran statesman was on his way 
back to Washington from Canton, where 
he had a conference with Mr. McKin­ 
ley and had accepted the portfolio of state 
in his cabinet, after stating that his posi­ 
tion in the noxt cabinet had been deter­ 
mined. Senator Sherman said, in answer 
to a question: *1 think the United States 
government should not interfere with the 
Caban war, either to aid in its settlement 
or do anything which would make a 
peaceful government of the island a charge 
on this country. I understand on high 
authority that Prime Minister Canovas 
has outlined a program of governmental 
reforms which will be applied both in 
Spain and in Cuba. These reforms will 
give the Cubans practical autonomy and 
will, I hope, settle the question.* 


“Senator Sherman refused to discuss 
the result in the Ohio senatorial field fol­ 
lowing his entry into the cabinet. 
He 
claimed he does not know who will suc­ 
ceed him. Ho also claimed ignorance of 
any other doflnlto assignments in Presi­ 
dent-elect McKinley*8 cabinet. 


“Senator Burrows, of Michigan, who 
had accompanied Mr. Sherman to Can­ 
ton, said he had urged Mr. McKinley to 
appoint Russell A. Alger, ot his state, 
secretary of war. 


“Both the statesmen said a tariff bill 
will be the first thing on the program 
after the special session of congress has 
been called. Sherman thinks the bill oan 
be pushed through the senate.” 


NEW YOR^ AND THE CABINET. 


Mr. Lsnterbach Thinks the State W ill Get 
the Navy Portfolio* 


Oantojt, O.*, Jan. 20. — Mr. Edward 
Lauterbaoh was seen yesterday after his 
conference of an hour and a half with the 
president-elect. He said the conference 
was very pleasant, cordial and satisfactory. 
He said he was here representing the or­ 
ganization in New York. He said the 
entire situation in New York had been 
gone over in the conversation, and that 
many names had been mentioned in its 
course. 


Ho was asked as to the place New York 
would probably be assigned in the final 
makeup of the cabinet. He replied that 
In his opinion New York, being a seaport, 
the navy would be most appropriate.

MANY PENSIONS GRANTED. 


General's W idows Get Liberal Sums and 
Men W ho Fought a Pittance. 


W a sh in g t o n, Jan. 20.—The old soldiers 
had a field day in tho houso yesterday. 
Under a spcclal order adopted on Monday 
the whole day was devoted to the consid­ 
eration of private pension bills. Of tho 
900 on the calondar fifty-two were disposed 
of during the fivo hours' sossion. Among 
those favorably acted upon wore bills to 
grantpensions to Major General Julius H. 
Stnhel at the rato of $100 per month: tho 
widow of Major General Erastus B. Tyler 
at $76; Hannah E. Rodgers, tho daughter 
of a revolutionary soldier, at $12, and tho 
widow of tho lato Gonoral Matthew M. 
Trumbell, of Iowa, at $100 a month. Most 
of the pensions granted wore at tho $12 
rato. 


Tho sossion of the senate yestorday was 
without incident. Senator Turpie spoke 
against the Nicaragua canal bill and the 
reading of the legislative appropriation 
bill was complefcod, with tho exception of 
seotions making provision for the congres­ 
sional library, which were passed ovor tem­ 
porarily in tho absence of senators inter­ 
ested in the subject. 


Senate Passes the Free Hom estead B ill. 


W a sh in g t o n, Jan. 15.—The senate yes­ 
terday passed the measure known as tho 
free homestead bill, which has been under 
discussion since tho holiday recess. It is 
a measure of far reaching importance, 
particularly to tho west, and the interest 
in it was shown by the fact that a plank 
concerning it was a feature of the several 
national platforms. The effect of the bill 
is to open to settlement all publlo lands 
acquired from Indians free of any pay­ 
ment to the government beyond the minor 
office foes, and to release from payment 
those who have heretofore settled on these 
lands. Tho number of acres involved, ac­ 
cording to an estimation made by the 
commissioner of the general land office, is 
88,252,641. Tho house passed tho bill sub­ 
jecting oleomargarine to the laws of che 
state into which it is taken. 


To Unite Lakes and Ocean. 


W ashington, Jan. 19.—The president 
yesterday sent to the house the report of 
the deep water ways commission, consist­ 
ing of President Angel, of the University 
of Michigan; John E. Russell and Lyman 
E. Cooley, which was appointed in 1896 
under a resolution introduced by Senator 
Vilas, of Wisconsin, for a preliminary in­ 
quiry as to tho practicability of water 
ways between the ocean and tho great 
lakes. The commissioners declare that the 
plan is perfectly feasible, and that the 
work can be accomplished at a compara­ 
tively small cost. 


Secretary Francis Confirmed. 


W ashington, Jan. 19.—Secretary Fran­ 
cis1 nomination was confirmed by the sen­ 
ate in executive session yesterday. No 
opposition to tho confirmation was made, 
and no vote was taken. Senator Vest 
stated that he could add nothing to what 
he had already said, and that he had no 
objeot in further delaying action upon the 
nomination. 


Conrlct Revolt at Cavite. 


San F r a n cisc o, Jan. 20.—A convict ont- 
outbreak at Cavite, Philippine islands, on 
Deo. 6, was the occasion of more actual 
fighting at the rebel stronghold than has 
been participated in by the entire opera­ 
tions of the Spanish troops. On that date 
147 prisoners in the house jail suddonlyrose 
in open revolt, killed tho guards and ef­ 
fected their escape. The runaways then 
divided themselves into two groups. The 
whole of Cavite seemed to have a hand at 
tho destruction of tho unfortunates or 
their recapture, so that the ¡result up to 
Dec. 87 was eighty killed and some eight­ 
een or twenty captured. 


The North Carolina Senatorshlp, 


R a le ig h , N. C., Jan. 20.—Tho first day’s 
ballot yesterday for United States senator 
resulted in no election and a joint ballot 
will be taken accordingly today. In the 
house Pritohard (Rep.), received 62 votes; 
Doughton (Dom.), 27; Thompson (Pop.), 
24. In the senate Pritohard received 24 
votes • Thompson, 18; Doughton, 7. Sixteen 
populists voted for Pritchard, ton in the 
house and six in tho senate. Senator But­ 
ler’s friends seem to hope that they may 
be ablo in joint sossion to scatter the Re­ 
publicans, but it is tho prevailing opin­ 
ion that Pritohard will bo elected. 


Exploding Boiler H illed Seventeen, 


S a n F ra n cisc o, Jan. 20,—One of the 
boilers of tho French steamer Saghalien 
exploded while tho vessel was off the Chi­ 
nese coast on Dec. 2, bound from Singa­ 
pore for Hong Kong. Eleven of the stok­ 
ers and one of tho engineers were killed by 
the explosion or by the escaping steam. 
The chief stoker was so badly injured that 
he died a few hours afterward, and four 
other firemen died the next day, as a re­ 
result of thoir burns. The vessel was 
crowded with passengers, and for a time 
there was tho wildest scene of confusion 
on board.

PIGMIES SAID TO HAVE Af HAB- 


ITED VOLCANIC "BLOWHOLES.' 


Reports Will De Officially In vest 1- 


cuted by the <;overnment Next 
Summer—Other Pigmy Kinds. 
T 


HE notion of an occupancy of 


"blow boles" in volcanic lava 
by human beings for dwelling 
purposes is decidedly now. It 


has been brought to tho attention of 
science by iuformation gathered by 
Dr. J. Walter Fewkes, of the United 
Slates Bureau of Ethnology, inci- 
dentally to a recent study trip through 
Arizona and New Mexico. Tho "blow 
holes" in question are ia the neigh- 
borhood of Mount Taylor, and it is al- 
leged that in earlier times they were 
inhabited by pigmies of a raeo now 
wholly extinct. To attest their former 
presence there are little stono houses 
built within these strange volcanic 
caverns, and some of the tiny man- 
sions are more lhan half filled with 
lava, which has flowed in through the 
doors and windows. 


This proves, of course, that at least 


one great outburst of subterranean 
tire has occurred since the dwarfs took 
up their residence in that locality. 


It should be explained that all the 


region about Mount Taylor is covered 
by the sheets of lava, some of which, 
glistening in the sun, looks as fresh 
aa if poured out only a few weeks ago. 
As the Plutonian vomit flowed over 
the land, cooling as it -went, preafc 
bubbles of gas formed in it und event- 
ually burrit, leaving cavities in the 
hardening lava. Some of ibese "blow 
holes," as they are called, are big ] 
enough to accommodate wbolo ie*i- j 
merits of pigmies. 
There is no telling 


how lately the last eruption occurred, 
but it M thought that a tradition of u 
"year of light and fire," preserved by 
the Lagnna Indians, may have refer- 
ence to this event. 


The region thereabout is indescrib- 


ably desolate, much resembling the 
neighborhood of one of the moon's 
volcanic craters as seen through a tel- 
escope. So human being can make 
his way across the lava field?, the sur- 
face of which is covered with jagged 
points and full of holes big fmough to 
swallow a horse and cart. From Mc- 
Carty's Station to Grant's Station ti:e 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad cuts right 
through the lavu. 


For human beings the country is 


exceedingly uninviting, bat it is thick- 
ly populated by jackrabbits and rattle- 
snakes of extraordinary size. An un- 
scientific person, by the way, brougnt 
to Dr. Fewkes a fragrant ot lava from 
one of the pigmy houses which bore a 
distinct impression of an ear of corn. 
Supposing that there was no mistake, 
it afforded valuable evidence to show 
that the dwarfs were obliged to Ay 
from a volcanic eruption. 


Dr. Fewkes was not perfectly satis- 


fied that the so-called Java was not 
merely a piece of slag resulting from 
the cooking of maize ears in u tire- 
heated pit, according to the custom of 
that country. 


Not long a report was made to the 


Smithsonian Institution which touched 
upon the strange caves with which 
Easter Island, iu the Pacific, is fairly 
honeycombed. 
These 
caverns are 


"blow holes" made by volcanic bub- 
bles, the isle ia question being merely 
the top of a mid-ocean volcano. 
It 


does not appear, however, that they 
were occupied for living purposes bv 
the numerous race which once popu- 
lated the island of the giant stone 
images. They seem to have been used 


of ghosts. 
A tradition ran to tbe 


effect that ihe town wad occupied ia 
former days by a racu of little men 
who »t an earlier period hml jnunbite3 
tbe low lands on the Pacific Coast. 
They were driven to tho hillH by 
strauge tribes, nnd built a walled town, 
for protection against their enemies, 
who were cannibals.

siocro they werj captured uud killed.

found were mostly of two or thrco 
stories and built around quadrangular 
courts. Tho biggest rooms were only 
five or six feet square and neatly plas- 
tered.

THE TARil ICE BOUSE. 


A reminder of the importance of 


storing ice on the farm will hem order 
nt any t'me during the winter mouths, 
yet an early hint is better th-\u a late 
one us it gives the farmer opportunity 
to put his ice Louse in order if lie has 
one; to build one if he has none, uud 
in either cuss to secure non-conduct- 
ing material, such as sawdust or tan 
bark for packing the ice, if located 
v.-here cither or both are conveniently 
obtained. 


An ice Louse need nofcbe an expen- 


sive construction. Jii fact any rude 
building maile of rou»h boards will 
answer the purpose. 
Good drainage 


jcust be provided J or, also good ven- 
tilation. The drain Must not admit a 
current of air to the ice. There must 
be * good foundation, or bed on 
whwli the lower layer of ice is to rest, 
and it should be covered with non- 
conducting material. 


It is better to bniid early, before 


cold weather sets in, yet it can be 
built at any time. The ice can even 
be put in a pile, on a proper founda- I 
tion or beci, and a house put over it 
at convenience. 
An old hay bay or 


shad can be utilized for ice storage. 
In an emergency ice can be kept with- 
out any kind of building over it.

PRESERVING CORN" FODDER. 


A report from the Vermont Agricul- 


tural Experiment Station says for two 
years past experiments were conducted 
to determine the best method of pre- 
serving tho corn plant for winter use. 
Four methods wore tried. First, whole 
ensilage wus made by runuiug the 
newly cut corn through a cutter, re- 
ducing it to one-half inch lengths, 
then putting into the silo. Second, 
the ears were husked, cribbed, dried, 
ground, cob and all, and fed in con- 
nection with the stalke, which had 
b«en previously cut and made into 
ensilage; this was called stover ensilage 
and meal. ThJ*d, 
the fodder was 


preserved in largo shocks and before 
feeding was run through a cutter, ears 
and all, and cut into one-half inch 
lengths. Fourth, the corn was husked 
from the fodder, ground with the cob 
and fed with the stover, after it had 
beeu run through the cutter as needed 
from time to time. 


Samples from the material preserved 


by the different methods were care- 
fully analyzed, and the fodder was fed 
to a herd of fourteen, milk cows. 
It 


•was fouucl that each of tha methods 
preserved about four-fifths of the dry 
matter harvested, the loss from each 
being practically the same in quality 
and in chaiacter. 
The fodders kept 


in the shock lost more and more dry 
mutter as tha winter progressed. The 
ears ia the silo during the last test lost 
more of their food, value than those 
preserved m any other way, this being 
the reverse of a previous test. 
The 


relative cost of placing the same 
amount of dry matter in the manger 
was greatly iu favor of whole ensilage. 
Time and money spent in husking anc 
grinding tho ears were wasted, us 
better results were obtained when tha 
ears were left on the stalk. 
The 


ensilages were relished much better 
by the cows, and they did better upon 
them. 


Equal quantities of milk and butter 


were made by feeding whole ensilage 
or stover ensilage anil meal. The 
cows ate less dry matter from •whole 
ensilage to produce the same amounts 
of butter and milk, hence tho whole 
ensilage lasted longest and resulted in 
the greatest quantity of dairy product. 
There were but ninety-one or ninety- 
two pounds of milk and butter pro 
duced by a given amount of stover 
ensilage and meal to 
100 pounds 


obtained from the same amount of 
dry matter in the whole ensilage ra- 
tion. 


In the main these results agree with 


those of a former trial at the Vermont 
station, and confirm the opinion of 
many that nothing is equal to ensilage 
us a rough winter dairy feeJ.

TllO bl^gCSb 1’OOIUS W PTC Only 
has been brought to tho attention of 
science by information gathered by 
Dr. J. Walter FewkoR, of the United 
Slates Bureau of Ethnology, 
inci­ 
dentally to a recent study trip through 
Arizona and Now Mexico. Tho “ blow 
holes” in question are in tho neigh­ 
borhood of Mount Taylor, and it is al­ 
leged that in earlier times they were 
inhabited by pigmies of a raco now 
wholly extinct. To attest their former 
presence there are little stone houses 
built within these strange volcanic 
caverns, and some of tho tiuy man­ 
sions or<* more than half filled with 
lava* which has flowed in through tho 
doors and windows. 


This proves, of course, that at least 
one great outburst of subterranean 
lire has occurred sinco the dwarfs took 
up their residence in that locality. 


It should be explained that all tho 
region about Mount Taylor is covered 
by the sheets of lava, some of which, 
glistening in tho sun, looks as fresh 
as if poured out only a few weeks ago. 
As the Plutonian vomit flowed over 
the land, cooling as it went, preafc 
bubbles of gas formed in ib and event­ 
ually burst, leaving cavities in the 
hardening lava. Some of these “ blow 
holes,” as they are called, are big 
enough to accommodate whole regi­ 
ments of pigmies. 
There is no telling 
how lately tho last eruption occurred, 
but it is thought that ft tradition of u 
“ year of light and fire,” preserved by 
the Laguna Indians, may havo refer­ 
ence to this event. 


The region thereabout is indescrib­ 
ably desolate, much resembling the 
neighborhood of one of tho moon’s 
volcanic craters as seen through a tel­ 
escope. 
No human being can make 
his way across the lava fields, the sur­ 
face of which is covered with jagged 
points and full of holes big enough to 
swallow a horse aud cart. 
From Mc­ 
Carty’s Station to Grant’s Station the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad cuts right 
through the lava. 


For human beings the country is 
exceedingly uninviting, but it is thick­ 
ly populated by jackrabbits and rattle­ 
snakes of extraordinary size. 
An un­ 
scientific person, by the way, brougnt 
to Dr. Fewkes a fragrant ot lava from 
one of tho pigmy houses which bore a 
distinct impression of an ear of corn. 
Supposing that there was no mistake, 
it allorded valuable evidence to show

The roofs were of siono slabs, 
cemented together, and over tbeso 
earth was laid. 
Tho doors of tho 
dwellings were only two feet high,and 
tho broadest streets were not more 
than four feet wide. 
In three of 
the house courts were discovered 
holes opening into circular rooms be­ 
low ground—* very likely dungeons— 
which were about six feet in diameter.

Haller, [in his “ Ele- 
menta Physiologic,” refers to eight 
different authorities for examples of 
i*uch changes; but all that ho appears 
to admit for himself is that uuder the 
influence of impaired 
health such 
changes may take place slowly. Mario 
Antoinette was cited by favorers of 
the popular notion as a striking and 
well-authenticated instance, but ¿fuller 
denies that the whitening took placo 
suddenly.

PEED THE COXCS STALKS EARLY.

There is never a time when corn 
stalks are quite ro good as when they 
aro lirst cut. 
Even when not exposed 
to rains there is a gradual drying up 
of their juices, or elso a partial decom 
position that is more productive of 
loss. 
Hay and grain will keep with 
loss waste, and will be better to keep 
ior late feeding. 
Dry corn stalks, af 
ter 
being 
alternately frozen 
and 
thawed during winter, are not worth 
much for feeding. 


KTCEr TjIVE STOCK IX GOOD CONDITION. 
It is the best and safest plan to put 
all the live stock on winter rations in 
good time, and before they become 
really hungry and loso flesh by the 
want of nutriment in the food gath­ 
ered from the iiolds. As soon as a frost 
has taken tho starch out of the her­ 
bage, aud lessened its ability to nourish 
an animal, the mam supplv of food 
should bo 
given from tho winter 
stores. 
To fall off now is to keep out 
of condition all the winter. 
It is 
quite possible to stall-feed an animal 
with success in the winter, but the 
consumption of food will be consider­ 
ably iuereased over and above what 
would be required at any other sea­ 
son. 
It is an old suying, an animal 
well summered is half wintered. 
It is 
perfectly true, for once tho systom is 
au a fhrifty condition, it is more easil}' 
kept so than it can be recovered from 
a lowered state of health and vigor. 
Thus, just now it should be tho effort 
to prevent any falling off in tho con­ 
dition, aud put all tho stock into win­ 
ter quarters in as line a state of health 
as 
is possible.—American Agricul­ 
turist.

Dr. Fewkes was not perfectly satis­ 
fied that the so-called Java wa3 not 
merely a piece of slag resulting from 
tho cooking of maize ears in a fire- 
hoated jut, according to the custom of \ 
that country. 


Not long a report was made to the 
Smithsonian institution which touched 
upon tho strange caves with which 
Easter Island, in the Pacific, is fairly 
honeycombed. 
These 
caverns 
are 
“ blow holes” made by volcanic bub­ 
bles, the isle in question being merely 
tho top of a mid-ocean volcano. 
It 
does not appear, however, that they 
were occupied for living purposes by 
the numerous race which once popu­ 
lated the island of tho giant stone 
images. They seem to have been used 
as burial places, tens of thousands of 
human skeletons being found in them. 


If the people had been pressed by 
enemies, they doubtless would have 
taken refuge in them, as did the an­ 
cient pigmies of Arizona. 
When the 
latter lived they were harried, pre­ 
sumably, by tribes of bigger men, and 
thus were driven to seek places of 
residence which allorded some degree 
of security. 
It was the same way 
with tho ancestors of the modern 
Moquis of Arizona, who dwelt on 
ledges of cliffs for safety against the 
Apaches and other marauders. 


To tho north of the Moqui country 
are found, it is said, certain clifi dwell­ 
ings which are built on so small a scale 
that people of ordinary size could not 
possibly have inhabited them, 
Tho 
doors would not admit an average 
man, 
The pots and pans,of earthen­ 
ware seem like mere toys for babies. 
Tho flights of steps up the cliffs are as 
ladders for veritable Brownies, and 
the stone graves aro no bigger than 
soap boxes. 


But Dr. Fewkes declares that more 
investigation is needed before these 
data can be acceptod scientifically, 
Tho little pots, for example, might be 
designed for purposes of religious 
ceremonial, and not for domestic use. 
Mummies of astonishingly small hu­ 
man beings haye been discovered in 
some of the cliff houses, aud they have 
proved to be the desiccated corpses 
of infants, dead for nobody knows 
,how many centuries. ’ In that arid 
climate bodies dry up, and sometimes 
even the cornea of the eye is perfectly 
preserved. 


Not long ago tho Bureau of Ethnol­ 
ogy received an unoiiigial report which 
described an ancient pigmy city newly j 
discovered on a slope of the Andes, in 
Peru, nearly three miles above the sea. 
The locality had remained unexplored 
until recently, because the mountain 
was supposed to be a dwelling place 


River, tho passengers see numbers of 
old hulks anchored off in shallow 
water, and invariably ask the steward 
or one of tho deck boys what they aro 
there for.

He doesn’t quito know whether 
you’re guying him, and it takes a 
great deal more questioning to find 
out the fact that a new industry has 
been found to ulilize ancient and 
leaky hulks that are not lit to go to 
sea. 


Tho bottom of Lake St. Clair and 
the flats that surround it aro covered 
with beautiful white sand, and these 
boats go out every morning, anchor 
iu a favorable place near the channel 
and dro]) overboard large hose pines 
of canvas or rubber, with iron tips, 
which sink of their own weight. Then 
they set tho pumps going and suck up 
the sand, which brings a good deal of 
water with it, and is deposited in tho 
bottom of the boat. 
The sand sinks 
and tho water rises to the surface and 
returns to the river through holes 
pierced for its accommodation. Thus, 
before sunset the hatches are fllJed 
with pure, clear sand at a nominal 
cost, which is unloaded on tho docks 
at Detroit and sold for building pur­ 
poses.—Chicago Record.

A reminder of the importance of 
storing ice on the farm will be iu order 
at any t'me during the winter mouths, 
yet au early hint is better tliau a late 
one as it gives the farmer opportunity 
to put his ice house in order if he has 
one; to build ono if ho has none, and 
in either case to secure non-conduct­ 
ing material, such as sawdust or tan 
bark for packing the ice, if located 
where cither or both aro conveniently 
obtained. 


An ice house neod notbo an expen­ 
sive construction. 
In fact any rude 
building made of rouuh boards will 
answer the purpose. 
Good drainage 
must bo provided ior, aUo good ven­ 
tilation. 
Tho drain must not admit a 
current of air to the ice. 
There must 
be fx good foundation, or bed on 
whi-'di the lower layer of ice is to rest, 
and it should be covered with non­ 
conducting material. 


It is better to build early, before 
cold weather sets iu, yet it can be 
built at any time. 
The ice can even 
be put in a pile, on a proper founda­ 
tion or bed, and a house put over it 
at convenience. 
An old hay bay or 
shed can be utilized for ice storage. 
In an emergency ice can be kept with- 
ui any kind of building over it. 
In 
sections of the country where lumber 
is scarce and high in price and hay is 
plenty and worth but little, the walls 
of ico houses have been 
made of 
pressed bay.—Farm, Field and Fire­ 
side. 


PRESERVING CORN FODDER. 


A report from the Vermont Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station says for two 
years past experiments wero conducted 
to determine tho best method of pre­ 
serving tho corn plant for winter use. 
Four methods wore tried. First, wholo 
ensilago was made by runniug tho 
newly cut corn through a cutter, re­ 
ducing it to ono-half inch lengths, 
then putting into tho silo. 
Second, 
tho ears were husked, cribbed, dried, 
ground, cob and all, and fed in con­ 
nection w’ith the stalks, which had 
been previously cut and made into 
ensilage ; this was called stover ensilago 
and meal. 
Thfcd, 
tho fodder was 
preserved in largo shocks and before 
feeding wa3run through a cutter, ears 
aud all, and cut into one*half inch 
lengths. Fourth, the corn was husked 
from tho fodder, ground with tho cob 
and fed with the stover, after it had 
been run through tho cutter as needed 
from time to time. 


Samples from thematerial preserved 
by tho different methods wero care­ 
fully analyzed, and the fodder was fed 
to a herd of fourteen milk cows. 
It 
was fouud that each of tho methods 
preserved about four-fifths of tho dry 
matter harvested, the loss from oach 
being practically tho saino in quality 
and in chaiacter. 
The fodders kept 
in tho shock lost more and more dry 
matter as the winter progressed. The 
ears in the silo during the last test lost 
more of their food value than those 
preserved m any other way, this being 
tho reverse of a previous test. 
The 
relative cost of placing the same 
amount of dry matter in the manger 
was greatly iu favor of whole ensilage. 
Time aud money spent in husking and 
grinding the ears were wasted, as 
better results were obtained when tho 
ears wero left on the stalk. 
The 
ensilages were relished much better 
by the cows, and they did better upon 
them. 


Equal quantities of milk and butter 
wero made by feeding whole ensilage 
or stover ensilago and meal. 
Tno 
cows ate less dry matter from wholo 
ensilage to produce the same amounts 
of butter and milk, hence tho wholo 
ensilage lasted longest and resulted in 
the greatest quantity of dairy product. 
There were bub ninety-one or ninety- 
two pounds of milk and butter pro­ 
duced by a given amount of stover 
ensilage and meal to 
100 pounds 
obtained from the same amount of 
dry matter iu the whole ensilage ra­ 
tion. 


In the main those results agree with 
those of a former trial at the Vermont 
station, and confirm the opinion of 
many that nothing is equal to ensilago 
as a rough winter dairy feed.

Most farmers have their pigs come 
in early spring and then market them 
in winter.

I have not found this 
true of latft years. 
I have been get­ 
ting at least a cent more by selling in 
tne B um m er, 
Recently they have been 
highest in midsummer. 
Last year 
they brought over two cents more then 
than in December. 
Unless farmers 
cliango their methods, I think the dif­ 
ference will be still greater. 
This dif­ 
ference more than pays for wintering, 
I also find otke.: advantages. 
B y hav­ 
ing the pigs come in the summer, the 
sows do much better, because they 
secure an abundance of green food 
and are not cc/nfinad. 
They require 
less attention. 
You do not have to 
light for the life of your pigs, as often 
happens when tbey come in the cold 
days or nights of 
bruary and March. 
In summer I never worry about my 
brood sowf, Luowirg that they will 
come up with a fine lot of pigs with* 
out my JieJp. 


Then hogs fatten go much easier and 
faster in summer than in winter, feed* 
ing all day in blooming clover up to 
thi*ir backs. 
I slop aud feed before 
going to the field in the morning and 
when I. return at nisht. 
There is no

them 


warm as to fatten. 
My method neces­ 
sitates but little labor, watching or 
worry, 
I run my straw onto frames 
about three feet high and forty feet 
square. 
Under these the hogs rnn in 
winter, keep clean and are comfort­ 
able, 
They are made of sajdings and 
rails, co^t but a tride and last many 
years.

Now you wish you had a lob of Feb­ 
ruary and March pullets, don’t you. 
Remember that fact next year, and gefc 
an early hustle on. 


Nothing will fatten fowls liko corn 
meal mush. 
But plenty of grit and 
green stuff should be led with it, or 
indigestion may result. 


It is pretty difficult to convince 
people that dirty eggs are not rotten 
ones. 
Wash your oggs clean before 
bringing them to market. 


Eat up your old males, and tho old 
hens that are too fat to lay, may as 
well go into the pot too, for they will 
hardly lay enough eggs to pay for their 
keep. 
When they once get fat and 
lazy, it is hard to trim them down to 
laying conditiou. 


Pullets do not get a fair show if 
they aro obliged to run with the old 
henp. 
Reiug stronger, tho old ones 
monopolize tho feed, and get too fat, 
while the growing stock has to go on 
short rations. 
Manage to keep them 
separate, and both will thrive better, 


Don’t winter too many hens; you 
will got more eggs from ju&t enough 
hens, than you will Jroru three times 
too many, 
The hen business is easily 
overdoue, and with a largo number of 
fowls in a small houso you will prob­ 
ably waste a lot of feed to no pur­ 
pose. 


No use jn allowing a lot of young 
roosters to run with the hens, for thev 
* 
w 
gobble up much of tho food that was 
pzepared expressly 
for the laying 
hens. 
Better fence them an a corner 
by themselves until you want to eat 
them, and you’ll be money and eggs 
ahead in the end,--Dan8viile (N. Y.)

LOCAL ITEMS, 


The greatest tragedy in modern his- 


tory is being, enacted in India under 
the doable curse of plague and famine. 
The heart of Europe has been touched 
at last, and the universal sympathy is, 
perhaps, more keen because it is now 
tinged with apprehension. It would 
not be surprising it within a month a 
genuine plague panic should spread 
throughout Christendom. 
The great 


Powers have taken alarm. Italy has 
summoned an international conference 
to meet forthwith at Rome, to consid- 
er measures for dealing with the dan- 
ger. 
There is little doubt that the re- 


sponse of the other Governments will 
be favorable and all the resources of 
modern science will be speedily array- 
ed against this hideous foe. Trust- 
worthy information about the plague 
in Bombay and vicinity is lacking, and 
regarding the mortality it is only said 
in general terms that about 90 per 
cent, of those attacked succumb. It 
is generally admitted that the plague 
is a filth disease, but there are certain 
peculiarities connected with its spread.' 
Dr. Hankin, the well-known bacteriol 
ogist, who is investigating the subject 
in Bombay, fastens the responsibility 
for carrying the infection upon rats, 
ants and other insects by which houses 
are infected. Rats have the plague, 
they die, and are eaten by ants, which 
carry the germs into the crevices of 
buildings, to water taps and sinks.

BOROUGH ORDINANCE. 
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IK RIQi-RD TO CLEARING THK PAVEMENTS 
0» SNOW, IOE, ETC» 


Section l.~*Be it ordained by the Burgess and 
Town Counoil of the Borough of McSherrys- 
town and it is hereby ordained by authority of 
the same, That it shall be the duty of every 
person, incorporate or public institution using 
or in any manner occupying or using any house, 
store, shops, factory, stable or tenement, ana 
of persons having charge of churohos and publio 
buildings of every description within the limits 
ot this Borough, or of owners of unoccupied 
houses or vacant lots situate on any street? hav­ 
ing pavements or footwalks, to remove or cause 
to oe removed from the foot pavements in front 
of their respective premises any snow, hail, sleet 
or ice within five working hours alter the same 
may have ceased to fall or be formed thereon 
unless tbesamo be so congealed that it cannot 
be removed without injury to the pavement: 
and also open and clear the gutters in front of 
their respective properties of snow, ice or slush 
at the same time; Provided, That if the five 
hours hereto allowed shall not have expired at 
six o’clock, P. M., it shall be the duty of the 
persons aforesaid to remove the snow, hail,ico 
or sleet as aforesaid before ten o’clock the next 
day. And upon failure of any one to comply 
with the provisions «'f this ordinance he or she 
shall bo liable to a fine of Three Dollars and the 
costs of removing the same, to be collected as all 
like sums are now by law recoverable. 
Section 2.—AH Ordinances or parts of Ordin­ 
ances inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 
Enacted and ordained tbis 9th day of Decem­ 
ber, law.

Of course it never occurred to the 


instructor of amateurs to add: "And 
always take a good look about you be- 
fore shutting tho door and sitting 
<lown in front of your ruby light."' 
That admonition would be looked 
upon as.outside the book, and no ama- 
teur would see in it sense or relevan- 
cy. Yet I never go into my dark-room 
now without letting in a flood of light 
that searches out every corner. 


When I bought my camera and began 


to turn out foggy negative.-.', from 
-which-sickly, spectral prints csime off, 
I had no decently appointed dark- 
room, using a small closet in my house 
lor the purpose. 
Xow, not being a 


Socialist or shoemaker,-i like good nir, 
and to sit iu that stuffy hole-in-the- 
wall for the better part of aQ hour at 
a time had the result of eating up 
some of my enthusiasm for dabbling 
in solutions of eikono^en, carbonate 
of soda and ill-smelling ether. 
Mr 


ill-smelling lamp seemed to exhaust 
as much oxygen as my good pair of 
Jungs, and I sometimes bore my nega- 
tive out of the closet with such a pale 
face that, iu spite of niy triumphant 
air in exhibiting it lo my wife, she de- 
clared I was surely ill and that she had 
always heard that photographers were 
short-lived.

CAKE OF COFFEE AND TEA POTS.

is to leave tho coffee pot and tea pot 
on tho back of the stove to steep all 
day.

pepsia and indigestion. 
Never set tea 


aside unless in a glass jar or pitcher 
for iced tea. 
Heated over, it is simply 


vile. 
Coffee, if you must economize 


that way, t-hould be poured off into a 
howl or pitcher and covered closely. 
Over the grounds pour a cupful of 
boiling water, shake and lot simmer 
three minutes, then pour into the 
bowl, and throw the grounds away 
and wash and dry the coffee pot. This 
will insure you sweet coffee. To make 
tho coffee, grind fine the necessary 
amount, pour the liquid saved care- 
fully into the pot, t-o as to not stir 
up the grounds. Iu a teacup mix one 
tablespoon ful of coffee to each person, 
"and one for the pot," with half the 
white of one egg. 
When the liquid 


is boiling dash the coffee in, stirring 
briskly for a moment. Fill the pot 
with boiling water—measured, mind 
you, one cup ior each—and set to 
steep gently lor Jive minutes. — Wash- 
ington Star.

is to begin by singeing and drawing, 
then wash thoroughly inside and out, 
to which a tablespooufal of vinegar is 
added—this draws out any blood that 
may adhere to the bones—then wipe 
dry with a soft towel. 


To bone a turkey, slit the skin iloTn 


the back with a sharp knife, aud rais- 
ing one side at a time, separate the 
flesh from the bone until you reach 
the legs and wings, unjoint these from 
the body, and catting through the 
bone, turn back the flesh and remove 
the bones. 
To reshape the bird, a 


little force meat must be used: this 
may be made of minced veal and a lit- 
tle lean pork. Tie firmly, lard the 
breast, and stuff. 


To boil a turkey, prepare as for 


roasting, tie firmly, roil in cheese 
cloth and sew securely; boil slowly 
from ub.ree to four hours, according to 
size. Where chestnuts are abnnd-int, 
a favorite way is to stuff with chest- 
nuts and roast.

ing, remove tbe shells and brown skin 
and boil until tender, mash ind add 
he following : To two cups of masbed 
nuts add two cups of bread crumbs, 
moisten with rich sweet cream, season 
with butter, salt aud pepper.

VARIOUS WAYS OF COOKING A TURKEY. 
The proper way to prepare a turkey 
is to begin by siugeiug and drawing, 
then wash thoroughly inside and out, 
to which a tablespoonful of vinegar is 
added—this draws out anv blood that 


m 


.may adhere to the bones—then wipe 
dry with a soft towel. 


To bone a turkey, slit the skin down 
the back with a sharp knife, and rais­ 
ing one side at a time, separate the 
flesh from the bone until you reach 
the legs au(l wings, unjoint these from 
tho body, and cutting through tho 
bone, turn back the flesh and remove 
tho bones. 
To reshape the bird, a 
littlo force meat must be used: this 
may be made of minced veal aud a lit­ 
tle lean pork. 
Tie firmly, lard the 
breast, and stuff. 


To boil a turkey, prepare as for 
roasting, tie firmly, roll in cheese 
cloth and sew securely; boil slowly 
from throe to four hours, accordingto 
size. 
Whero chestnuts are abundant, 
a favorite way is to stuff with chest­ 
nuts and roast. 


Stuffings—To make a chestnut stuff­ 
ing, remove tho shells and brosvn skin 
and boil until tender, mash and add 
the following : To two cups of mushed 
nuts add two cups of bread crumbs, 
moisten with rich sweet cream, season 
with butter, salt and pepper. 
Oyster 
stuffing is made of oqual parts of oys­ 
ters and broad crumbs, seasoned v'ith 
butter, salt aud pepper and sage, and 
moistened with milk. 


The juice of tho turkey with the hot 
water used in basting, seasoned aud 
blightly thickened, is always accepta­ 
ble as a sauce. 
To make mushroom 
sauce, take a p u t of mushroom?, boil 
till tender, chop fine, add a cup of 
cream or milk, thicken with a little 
flour, season with butter, salt and 
white pepper. 
Celery &uuco is excel­ 
lent, particularly for boiled turkey. 
Take one pint of celery, cat into dice, 
boll until tender, mash and season 
with onion juice, butter, salt and 
white pepper, thin with milk or cream. 
For oyster sauce, take a pint of small 
oysters, boil in their own liquor till 
the beards coil, skim off and chop fine 
and return to tbe liquor. 
Add a cup 
of cream or milk, thicken with a little 
flour, season with butter, salt and red 
pepper. 
Last comes our old favorite, 
giblet sauce, which is made by simply 
chopping tho giblets fine, seasoning 
and thickening, using some of the 
gravy to thin.—American Agricultur­ 
ist.

The New Premier Will Oppoge 
Radical Action. 


PTTTSBHRQ, Jan. 16.—Tho Dispatch sftys: 
*'Th« Cubaa policy of the McKinley ad-. 
ministration will differ very little from 
that which has been laid down by Presi- 
dent Cleveland and his secretary of state. 
This statement is based on remarks made 
lo a reporter by the man who will be 
premier of the next administration, Sen- 
ator John Sherman, at the Union depot 
last evening. 


"The veteran statesman was on his way 
back to Washington from Canton, wher® 
he had a conferenoe with Mr. McKln 
ley and had accepted the portfolio of state 
In his cabinet, after stating that his posi- 
tion in the next cabinet had been deter- 
mined. 
Senator Sherman said, In answer 
to a question : 'I think the United States 
government should not interfere with the 
Caban war, either to aid in its settlemont 
or do anything which would make a 
peaceful government of the Island a charge 
on this country. 
I understand on high 
authority that Prime Minister Canovas 
has outlined a program of governmental 
reforms which will be applied both In 
Spain and In Cuba. 
These reforms will 
give the Cubans practical autonomy and 
will, I hope, Sflttle the question.' 


"Senator Sherman refused to discuss 
the result In the Ohio senatorial field fol- 
lowing his entry Into the coblnet. 
He 
claimed ho does not know who will suc- 
ceed him. 
Ho also claimed Ignorance of 
any other definite assignments In Presi- 
dent-elect McKinley's cabinet. 


"Senator Burrows, of Michigan, who 
had accompanied Mr. Sherman to Can- 
ton, said he had urged Mr. McKinley to 
appoint Russell A. Alger^ ot his state, 
secretary of war. 


"Both the statesmen said a tariff bill 
will be the first thing on the program 
after the special session of congress has 
been called. Sherman thinks the bill oan 
be pushed through the senate."

Q^neral's WtAows Get I.lberal Sams and 
Men Who Fought a Pittance. 


WASHTVOTOX. Jan. 20.—The old soldiers 
had a laeld day In tho houso yesterday. 
Under a special order adopted on Monday 
the whole day was dovotod to tho consid- 
eration of private pension bills. Of tho 
900 on the calendar ilfty-two were disposed 
of during the five hours* session.

those who have heretofore settled on these 
lands. 
Tho number of acres Involved, ac- 
cording to an estimation made by the 
commissioner of the general land office, is 
^,252,641. 
Tho house passed tho bill sub- 
jecting oleomargarine to the laws of che 
state into which it is taken. 


To Unite Lakes and Ocean. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The president 
yesterday sent to the house the report of 
the deep water ways commission, consist- 
ing of President Angel, of the University 
of Michigan; John K. Russell and Lyman 
E. Cooley, which was appointed in 1806 
under a resolution introduced by Senator 
Vilas, of Wisconsin, for a preliminary in- 
quiry OS to tho practicability of water 
ways between the ocean and tho great 
lakes. The commissioners declare that the 
plan is perfectly feasible, and that the 
work can be accomplished at a compara- 
tively small cost

T ^ H E notion of nn occupancy of 
f 
"blow boles" in volcanio lava 
by human beini^s for dwollinii 
l^urpopes is decidodly nou'. It 
hftfl been brought to the attention of 
Bcienoe by iniormation gatherod by 
Dr. J. Walter FewkcB, of tho United 
Slates Bureau 
of Elhnoloi?y> 
inci- 
dentally to a recent study trip through 
Arizona and Now Mexico, 
Tho "blow 
hoieci" in question are in tho noigh- 
borbood of Mount Taylor, and it is al- 
le^ica that in earlier times they were 
inhabited by pigmies of a raco now 
•wholly extinct. 
To attest their former 
presence there are little stone housps 
^ built within these straugo volcanic 
caverns, and some of tho tiny man- 
sions ard more than half filled with 
lava, which has flowed in through tho 
doors and windows. 


This proves, of course, that at least 
one great outburst of subterranean 
lire has occurred since the dwarfs took 
up their residence in that locality. 


It should be explained that all tho 
region about Mount Taylor is covered 
by tho sheets of lava, some of which, 
glistening in tho sun, looks as fresh 
as if poured out only a few weeks ago. 
As the Plutonian vomit flowed over 
the land, cooling as it went, preafc 
bubbles of gas formed in it and event- 
ually burst, leaving cavities in the 
hardening lava. 
Some of tbese "blow 
holes," as they are called, arc big 
enough to accommodate whole rei*i- 
inents of pigmies. 
There is no teliiog 
how lately tho last eruption occurred, 
but it IS thought that a tradition of a 
"year of light and lire," preserved by 
the Laguna Indians, may havo refer- 
ence to this event. 


The region thereabout is indescrib- 
ably desolate, much resembling the 
neighborhood of one of tho moon's 
volcanic craters as seen through a tel- 
escope. 
^ o human being can make 
his way across the lava fields, tho sur- 
face of which is covered with jagged 
points and fall of holes big enough to 
swallow a horse and cart. 
From Mc- 
Carty's Station to Grant's Station the 
Atlantic and Paciiic Kailroad cuts right 
through the lava. 


For human beings the country is 
exceedingly uninviting, but :t is thick- 
]y populated by jackrabbits and rattle- 
snakes of extraordinary size. 
An un- 
Bcientitic person, by the way, brongnt 
to Dr. Fewkes a fragrant ot lava from 
one of tho pigmy houses which bore a 
distinct impression of an ear of corn. 
Supposing that there was no mistake, 
it allorded valuable evulenee to show 
that the dwarfs were obliged to jiy 
from a volcanic eruption. 


Dr. Fewkes was not perfectly satis- 
fied that the so-called Java was not 
merely a piece of slag resulting from 


maize ears in a tire- 


of ghosts. 
A tradition ran to tho 
eGfect that the town wad occupied in 
former days by a raco of littlo men 
who at an earlier period had iuhabitod 
the low lands on tho Pacific Coast.

Not long a report was made to the 
Smithsonian institution which touched 
upon tho strange caves with which 
Easter Island, in the Pacific, is fairly 
honeycombed.

It 
does not appear, however, that they 
were occupied for living purposes by 
the numerous race which once popu- 
lated the island of tho giant stone 
images. They seem to have been used 
as burial places, tens of thousands of 
human skeletons being found in them. 


If tho Tjeople had been pressed by 
enemies, thoy doubtless (vould have 
taken refuge in them, ns did tho an- 
cient pigmietj of Arizona, 
When the 
latter lived thoy were harriod, pre- 
sumably, by tribes of bigger men, and 
thus were driven to suck places of 
residence which allorded some degree 
of security. 
i t was the same way 
with tho ancestors of tho 
modern 
Moquis of Arizona, who dwelt 
on 
ledges of cliifs for safety against the 
Apaches and other marauders. 


To the north of the Aloqui country 
are found, it is .«aid, certiain olill dwell- 
ings which are built on so small a scale 
that people of onlinary size could not 
possibly have inhabited them, 
Tho 
doors would not admit au 
average 
man, 
Tho pots and pans.of oarthen- 
•ware seom liko moro toys for babies. 
Tho flights of Bteps up tho qliila are as 
ladders for veritable Brownies, and 
the btone graves are no bigger than 
soap boxes. 


But Vi, Fewkes declares that moro 
investigation is needed before those 
data can be accepted 
eciontificall}'. 
The little pots, for example, might be 
designed for purposes of 
religious 
ceremonial, and not for domestic use. 
Mummies of astonishingly small hu- 
man beings havo been discovered in 
Bome of the chll' houses, and they have 
proved to bo the desiccated corpses 
of infants, dead for nobody knows 
.how many centuries." In that arid 
climate bodies dry up, and sometimes, 
even the cornea of the eye is perlectly 
preserved. 


Not long ago tho Bureau of Ethnol- 
ogy received an unolhcial report which 
described an ancienti)igmy oitynewly 
discovered on a slope of the Andes, in 
Peru, nearly three miles above the sea. 
The locality had remained unexplored 
until recently, because the mountam 
WAS imppofied to be a dwelling place

TUK TAIISI lOE TiOLTSK. 


A reminder of the importance of 
storing ice on the fai-m will ])e iu order 
at any t'me during the winter mouthi^, 
yet au early hint is better th'\u a late 
one as it gives the farmer onportumty 
to put his ice house in order if be haf- 
one; to build ono if ho has none, and 
in either case to secure non-conduct- 
ing; material, such as sawdust or tan 
bark for packing the ice, if located 
•where cither or both are conveniently 
obtained. 
„ 


An ice house need notbo an Qxpen- 
Give coufctniclion. 
Jn fact any rude 
building made of rouuh boards will 
answer the purpose. 
Good drainage 
must bo provided lor» a!oO good ven- 
tilation. 
Tho drain must not admit a 
current of air io the ice. 
There must 
be ii good foundation, or bed 
on 
whi-'ih the lower layer of ice is to rest, 
and it should be coverod with non- 
ooTiducting material. 


It is better to build early, before 
cold weather sets in, yet it can be 
buiifc at any time. 
The ice can even 
bo put in a pile, on a proper founda- 
tion or bed, and a house put over it 
at convenience. 
Au old hay bay or 
shed can be utilized for ice storage. 
In au emergency ice can be kept with- 
out any kind of building over it. 
In 
sections of the country where lumber 
is scarce and hi^h in price and hay is 
plenty and worth but little, the -walls 
of ico houses have 
been 
made of 
pressed hay,—Farm, Pield and Fire- 
side. 


PRKSERVING CORN FODDEU. 


A report from the Vermont Agricul- 
tural E.xperiment ¡Station says for two 
years past experiments wero conducted 
to dotermine tho best method of pre- 
serving tho corn plant for winter use. 
Four methods were tried. First, wholo 
enailago was made by running 
tho 
newly cut corn through a cutter, re- 
ducing it to ono-half inch 
lengths, 
then })utting into tho silo. 
Second, 
tho ears were husked, cribbed, dried, 
ground, cob and all, and fed in con- 
nection with the stalks, which had 
b«en previously cut and made into 
ensilage; this was called stover ensilago 
and meal, 
Thfid, 
the fodder 
was 
preserved in large shocks aud before 
feeding was run through a cutter, ears 
aud all, and cut into one-half 
inch 
lengths. Fourth, the corn ^vas husked 
from tho fodder, ground with Iho cob 
aud fed with tho stover, after it had 
been run through tho cuLier aa needed 
from time to time. 


Samples from thematerial preserved 
by tho diilerent methods wore onre- 
fully analyzed, and the fodder was fed 
to a herd of fourteen milk cows. 
It 
was fouud that each of tho methods 
preserved about four-iifths of tho dry 
matter harvested, tho loss from oach 
being practically tho saino in quality 
and in cbaiacter. 
The fodders kt^pt 
in tho shock hist more and more dry 
matter as the winter progressed. 
The 
ears in the silo during the last test lost 
more of their food value than those 
Ijreserved in auy other way, this being 
tho reverse of a previous test. 
The 
relati vo cost of jilacing the 
same 
amount of dry matter in the manger 
was greatly iu favor of whole ensilage. 
Timo aud money silent in husking and 
grinding tho ears were wasted, as 
better results were obtained when tho 
ears wero left on the stalk. 
The 
ensilages were relished much better 
by the cows, aud thoy did better upon 
them. 


Equal quantities of milk and butter 
were made by feeding M'Jiole ensilage 
or stover 
eusihigo and 
meal. 
Tue 
cows ate less dry matter from whole 
ensilage to produce the same amounts 
of butter and milk, hence tho whole 
ensilage lasted longest and resulted in 
the greatest quantity of dairy product. 
There wero but ninety-one or ninety- 
two pounds of milk and butter pro- 
duced by a givon amount of stover 
enailago and meal to 
lUO pounds 
obtained from the same amount of 
dry matter iu the whole ensilage ra- 
tion. 


In tho main those results agree with 
those of a former trial at the Vermont 
station, and confirm the opinion of 
many that nothing is equal to ensilago 
as a rough winter dairy feed.

The greatest tragedy in modern his- 
tory is teing enacted in India 
under 
the double 6urse of plague and famine. 
The heart of Europe has been touched 
at last, and the universal sympathy is, 
perhaps, more keen because it is now 
tinged with apprehension. 
It would 
not be surprising if withm a month a 
genuine plague panic 
should 
spread 
throughout Christendom. 
The great 
Powers have taken alarm. 
Italy has 
summoned an international conference 
to meet forthwith at Rome, to consid- 
er measures for dealing with the dan- 
ger. 
There is little doubt that the re- 
sponse of the other Governments will 
be favorable and all the resources 
of 
modern science will be speedily array- 
ed against 
this hideous foe. 
Trust- 
worthy information about 
the plague 
in Bombay and vicinity is lacking, and 
regarding the mortality it is only said 
in general terms that about 
90 
per 
cent, of those attacked succumb. 
It 
is generally admitted that the plague 
is a iilth disease, but there are certain 
peculiarities connected with its spread. 
Dr. Hankin, the well-known bacteriol 
ogist, who is investigating the subject 
in Bombay, fastens the responsibility 
for carrying the infection upon 
rats, 
ants and other insects by which houses 
are infected. 
Rats have 
the 
plague, 
they die, and are eaten by ants, which 
carry the germs into the crevices of 
buildings, to water 
tAps and 
sinks. 
Thus the poison is diffused and it can- 
not be eradicated except by fire. This 
explains the efficacy of the old method 
of cleansing by conflagration, and at 
the same time the futility of isolating 
the sick as in other infectious diseases. 
The only thing to do is to remove the 
healthy. 
Large 
business 
houses 
in 
Bombay which are infected with rats 
have been rendered untenable by the 
ravages of the plague among these ver- 
min. 
They die by hundreds in 
the 
walls and the human 
occupants 
have 
been compelled to vacate 
the build- 
ings. 


The ravages by famine in the inte- 
rior of India are still far more deadly 
than the more 
horrible mortality at 
Bombay. 
The victims of the plague 
are perishing by hundreds daily; those

CAUE OF COFFfilS AND TEA POTS. 


A terrible mistake cf housekeepers 
is to leave tho coffee pot and tea pot 
on tho back of the stovo to steep all 
day. 
It is a fruitful sourco of dys- 
pepsia and indigestion, 
Never set tea 
asido unless in a gla'^s jar or pitchpr 
for iced tea. 
Heated over, ifc is simply 
vile. 
Coffee, if you must economise 
that way, should bo poured off into a 
bowl or pitcher and covered closely. 
Over the grounds ponr a cupful of 
boiling water, shake and lot simmer 
three minutey, then i^our into 
the 
bowl, und throw tho prounds away 
and wash and dry the coliee pot. 
This 
will insure you sweet coffee. To make 
tho coffee, grind /ino tho necessary 
amount, pour the liquid saved care- 
fully into tho pot, so as to not atir 
up the grounds. 
In a teacup mix one 
tablespoon ful of coffee to each person, 
"and one for the pot," with half tho 
white of one egg. 
When the liquid 
is boiling dash tho coffee in, stirring 
briskly for a moment. 
Fill tho pot 
with boiling water—measured, mind 
you, one cup for each—and set to 
steep gently lor live minutes. —Wash- 
inirton Star.

VAIUOUS WAYS OF COOKIXG A TURKKY. 
The proper way to prepare a turkey 
is to begin by singeiug and drawing, 
then wash thoroughly inside and out, 
to which a tablespoonfal of vinegar is 
added—this draws out any blood that 
.may adhere to the bones—then Avipe 
dry with a soft towel. 


To bone a turkey, slit the skin down 
the back with a sharp knife, and rais- 
ing one side at a time, separate the 
Mesh from the bono uutil you reach 
the legs an(l wings, unjoint these from 
the body, and cutting through 
the 
bone, turn back the ilesh and remove 
tho bones. 
To reshape the bird, a 
little force meat must be used: this 
may be made of minced veal and a lit- 
tle lean pork. 
Tie ürmly, lard the 
breast, and stuff. 


To boil a turkey, prepare a^ for 
roasting, tio lirmly, roll in cheese 
cloth and sew securely; boil slowly 
from throe to four hours, acoordingto 
size. 
Whero chestnuts are abundant, 
a favorite way is to stuir with chest- 
nuts and roast, 


ytulllngs—To make a chestnut stuff- 
ing, remove the shells and brown ski]; 
and boil until tender, mash and add 
the following ; To two cups of mushed 
nuts add two cups uf bread crumbs, 
moisten with rich sweet cream, season 
with butter, salt aud pepper. 
Oyster 
stuillng 18 made of equal parts of oys- 
ters and broad crumb^i, seasoned vith 
butter, salt and peijper and cage, and 
moistened with milk. 


Tho juice of tho turkey with the hot 
water used in basting, seasoned aud 
hlightly thickeued, ík always acfiepta- 
ble as a sauce. 
To make mushroom 
sauce, take a p i i t of mudhruom?, boU 
till tender, chop iine, add a cup of 
cream or milk, thicken with a little 
Hour, season with butter, salt 
nnd 
white x>epper. 
Celery sanco is exce-- 
lent, particularly for boiled turkey. 
Take one pint of celery, cut into die;?, 
b(;3l until tender, ma.'jh und season 
v/ith 
onion juice, butter, salt 
and 
white pepper, thin withmiUc or oraam, 
I'or oyster sauce, take a ]jint of small 
oysters, boil in their own iiquor till 
the beards coii, skim off aud ciiup ñne 
and return to tho Jiciuor, 
Add a cup 
of cream or mdk, thicken with a little 
ilour, soason with butter, salt and red 
jjepper. 
Last comes our old favorite, 
giblet sauce, which is made by simply 
chopping tho giblets ilne, seasoning 
and thickening, using some 
of tho 
gravy to thin.—American Agricultur- 
ist.

n Iceland in times of scarcity. 


The Old World species of locusts 
orm articles of 
food with certain 
mi-civilized' and savage races, by 
horn they are considered as delica- 
les, or as part of ordinary diet. 
There is a kind of clay eaten by cerr 
in people in the Carolinas. 
Grasshoppers are eaten by Indians. 
Tn most people in our country 
ails seem to be a strange food, 
ough they have been used for a long 
me in France, Italy ancj Spain. 
The 
elix pomatia, or the edible snail, 
hioh is the kind that is used, has in 
cent years been farmed in this coun- 
y, and sold in the New York mar- 
ets.

Whales are no longer eaten by civi- 
lized men, but in the thirteenth cen- 
tury their tongues were held in ffreat 
esteem in parts of Europe, 
Whales 
are now, with seals and walruses, the 
chief food of many inhabitants of 
the Arctic 
rej^ions. 
Of 
the nar- 
whal the Grcenlanders eat flesh, fat 
and skin, 


Isinglass is a strange food; it is a 
gelatine prepared from the air blad- 
ders of different kinds of fish from 
large rivers that flow into the North 
and Caspian Seas.

Undo Sam Makes a Profit of S870 on 
Every Million 
Coined—150,000 
Are Turned Out Daily. 


y HE long despised coppor cerifc 
has entered upon a new era 
of usefulness according fjthe 
authorities of the M^ot at 


T 


Philadelphia. 
The Mint has been 
turning out pennies lately at an as- 
tonishing rate, says the New York 
Journal. 
Ever since September 1 
three presses have been working eight 
hours a day stamping Uncle Sam*e de- 
sign upon little disks of bright now 
copper. The average daily output has 
been 150,000 cents. 
This represents a 
profit to the Government per diem of 
a trifle over $130. 


There is money in minting cents 
from the Government's point of view. 
The copper '^blanks" are not marie by 
the Treasury, but are bought under 
contract. 
They are turned out by a 
firm inWaterbury, Conn., and they 
cost Uncle Sam only $7300 .per mill- 
ion. 
In other words, for seven and 
three-tenths cents ho obtains material 
which by a simple process of^tumping 
is transformed into the worth of §1. 
The profit on each J,000,000 cents is- 
sued is SS70. 


Until within the last few years the 
blanks for cents and nickels were made 
at the Philadelphia Mint, but it was 
found to be more convenient and 
about as cheap to purchase them from 
private parties. 
The contract for pro- 
ducing them is awarded annually to 
the lowest bidder, and on this account 
their cost varies somewhat from yeai 
to year. 
These coins are considered 
merely as tokens, and their intrinsic 
value is o£ no conîïequence whatever. 
They are neither counted nor teRted 
by assaying at the Mint, being weighed 
in bulk only. 


Ono pound avoirdupois of the blanks 
for cents costs the Government twenty 
cents, and makes $1.40 worth of pen- 
nies when coined. 
In other wordh, 
there are 146 blanks to the pound. 
The blanks are shipped to the filint in 
strong wooden boses. 
They are ex- 
tremely precty, looking like so much 
gold when bright and new. 
IÛ fact, 
visitors to the Mint frequently mis- 
take the contents of boxes that stand 
open for gold, and it is a common 
thing for them to say that they wished 
they could be permitted to take away 
all that they can carry. 
This ot't-re- 
peated remark always escites a smile, 
inasmuch as the strongest man could 
not carry $100 worth of the blanks 
without great diificulty. 


All of the United States cents are 
made 
at 
the 
Philadelphia 
Mint. 
During the last fiscal year 26,044,277 
of them were minted. 
The produc- 
tion of cents rose three years ago to 
nearly 100,000,OOOfor a twelve-month. 
A steady stream of these little coins 
flow from Philadelphia to most parts 
of the country, though in some locali- 
ties they are not circulated at all. 
But it often happens, as at present, 
that the demand exceeds the supply. 


The odd prices fixed by dry goods 
•firms nowadays have something to do 
with the unusual demand, inasmuca 
as they require the making of small 
change on 
nearly every purchase. 
Such prices seem to have an attraction 
for the public, and particularly for 
women, who are apt^to buy an article 
for $1.98 when they would not pay $2, 
Then, again, the slot machines absorb 
an immense number of pennies. 
But 
after all the movement in favor of 
cheaper newspapers has done more to 
place the little old red cent on a plane 
ot 
respectability 
than 
any 
other 
agency. 


Very few penniei come back to the 
Mint for remelting. 
The stream of 
coppers flows out continually, but its 
history is like that of many rivers in 
Western deserts, which are lost finally 
in the sand. 
Nobody knowd what be- 
comes of the millions on millions of 
cents that are minted annually ; they 
simply vanish out of sight and are 
gonelorever. 
The phenomenon ¿eems 
a strange one, but it is easily account- 
ed tor. 
Pennies are subject to more 
accidents than any otheï coins ; they 
change hands ten times as often as 
dimes, it is reckoned, and being of 
small value, they are not cared for. 


People say: 
*'What becomes of all 
the pins?" 
Thé answer is the same in 
both cases.
